Grading Dairy Products 


Grading of Cream in Order to Im- 
prove the Standard 
Saskatchewan seems to be without 
doubt taking the lead in dairying, not 
in the quantity of outpur but in 
quality and also in the systematic 

organization of the industry, 

Most of the creameries are worked 
on a co-operative basis and operated 
by the government. In order to 
improve the standard of the output 
from these, the grading of the cream 
was started some years ago. This 
was found to work so effectively in 
improving the quality that many far- 
mers were sending cream of better 
quality than required by the standard 
for the best grade. In order to meet 
this situation a higher grade was 
added to the then-existing classifica- 
tion, 

The following grading of cream is 
now in use, and is giving excellent 
satisfaction: 

Extra No. 1—Perfectly sweet ana 
fit for table use. 

No. 1—Cream, clean and fresh flav- 
ored, showing no sediment and free 
of lumps and curdy matter. 

No. 2—Sour or sweet cream, slight- 
ly off or strong in flavor, but of a 
smooth and even consistency. 

No. 3—Cream that does not quali- 


fy for grades one or two. This 
cream will be rejected. 
The producer receives monetary 


compensation for the extra work in- 
volved in supplying the highest 
grade of cream. This is three cents 
more per pound of butter fat for Ex- 
tra No. 1 than No. 1, and five cents 
above No. 2. 

In no instance, reports W. A. Wil- 
;son, dairy commissioner, has a far- 
mer supplying “Extra No. 1” cream 
withdrawn his patronage from a co- 
operative crezmey, while in some 
cases farmers supplying No. 2 cream 
have withdrawn their support, and, 
although the yolume of business de- 
clined, the yjua ity of the butter, be- 
cause of the absence of much of the 
No. 2 cream, showed a decided im- 
provement. Their withdrawal in 
most cases was only temporary, since 
the price paid for the better flavored 
cream proved a powerful magnet and 


those who yielded to _ its influence 
have demonstrated that where dol- 
lars and cents are the reward for 
labor the possibility of the produc- 


tion of sweet flavored, clean cream is 
seldom questioned. This practice 
is the forerunner of profitable mar- 
kets, which everyone knows means 
profitable returns to the dairy far- 
mer.

General Purpose Barn 

A general purpose ‘barn built on lib- 
eral lines, allowing ample space for 
all stock, yet allowing no waste area. 
This parn can be styled the maximum 
accommodation for the least money. 
The ground floor is well lighted with 
24 windows, all of that special type, 
higher at bottom, which obviates 
draughts striking the cattle. 

The barn on th. right-hand side 
gives accomodation for 14 head of cat- 
tle, heads towards the outside wall, 
and facing the feed passage, which 
features has decided advantages. 
There are also four large pens tor 
loose stock, three of which have door- 
ways to the barnyard, the one box 
stall in corner of the cow stable will 
prove to great advantage.

“But what practical step can be 
taken to insure world peace?” Baron 
Adelsward wag asked. . ‘ 

“The most practical means, it seems 
to me,” said he, “is to make a reality 
of the Permanent Court of Arbitration 
of The Hague, giving it an actual ex- 
sistence, and a strong controlling 
force in the regulation of internation- 
al affairs. It is a great deal that all 
civilized governments have already 
agreed to it in principle. But it re- 
mains to give this principle the de- 
finiteness of a practical, working, jud- 
icial tribunal—a real world court, ac- 
tually in session, with international 
jurists representing the various coun- 
tries actually in attendance, consid- 
ering and determining international 
litigation with the same systematic 
regularity and finality that state 
courts consider their cases, and with 
branches taking an active part in con- 
ciliating and mediating national dis- 
putes, so that nations will come to 
look to this international body as the 
one competent and prepared to act 
with authority and finality. 

“The reduction of armament and 
other peace measures. will follow 
naturally, once the great essential—a 
world court at The Hague—is realiz- 
ed. As to ‘freedom of the seas,’ I 
fear that part of the program will 
have to be abandoned, as it is a war 
measure and has no logical place in a 
plan for international peace. It ap- 
pears to have been proposed largely 
as an appeal for German support, but 
it is obviously out of place.” 

Referring to the attitude of Sweden 
in the present war, Baron Adelsward 
said: 

“The sentiment of the Swedish peo- 
ple is one of absolute neutrality. 
Naturally there are groups, and this 
has created the impression that 
Sweden is favorable to the Central 
rowers and opposed to the Allies. But 
that is not the case, taking Sweden 
as a whole and without regard to 
groups or factions. So that when Mr. 
Asquith asked m> as to the attitude 
o. £ veden—not ag to individuals or 
groups, but Sweden as a whole—I was 
able to answer him that Sweden was 
absolutely neutral, and that the im- 
ression cf her t.voring the Central 

owers was unjustiued by the facts.”

Another Moon Now 


Which Makes Eight for Jupiter, the 
Scientists Say 

A new moon has been discovered. 
The discovery adds still another to 
Jupiter's collection, making a grand 
total of eight. Details of the iunar 
phenomenon were given at the Chi- 
cago Academy of Sciences, wherg an 
important exhibit of astronomical 
photographs and instruments is in pro- 
gress under the direction of Lowell 
Observatory. 

“It has been known for a long time 
that Jupiter had six moons,” explain- 
ed W. C. Brown of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, “and something over two years 
ago a seventh moon was discovered. 
Last spring some remarkable photo- 
graphs were taken, which evidenced 
the existence of still another moon, 
making eight. This verified the con- 
tention of certain well known Euro- 
pean astronomers.”

Mr. MacMechan said the basis of 


his predicition is from sources of auth- 
oritative information in Germany. 

The time of the German navy’s dash 
from the Kiel Canal will be fixed 
mainly by the results of the testing 
of the new engine of destruction from 
the air—the pneumatic gun or torpedo 
tubes—Mr, MacMeehan asserted, The 
weapon will be tried out, the engineer 
asserted, within two or three weeks in 
a monster raid by Zeppelins on Lon- 
don. . 

“For the past year the Krupp Com- 
pany experts have been working on 
the aerial torpedo, which, according to 
my information, is now perfected. 
Briefly, the torpedo tube or pneumatic 
gun launching. the projectile is about 
eight feet long. Air pressure is used 
because of the danger of. using pow- 
der for a gun of that calibre on an air- 
ship. The projectile is shot from the, 
mouth of the gun with a velocity of 
650 feet a second. This great velocity 
overcomeég all the cross currents of 
wind in the air and the motion of the 
airship, which make the bomb 80 use- 
less a missile. It goes straight to its 
mark with an ever increasing rate of 
speed and strikes within a few sec- 
onds, even from so great a ‘height as 
15,000 feet. 

“The projectile, weighing four and 
a half pounds, has a 
sharp as a cold chisel, and lands with 
a striking impact of fourteen tons. It 
will pierce armor plate and then ex- 
plode inside.” 


Sitting On Top Of 
A German Mine 


Terrible Dangers of Mining Opera- 
tions in Northern France 


W. H. §., writing from Northern 
France, says: 

The tunnelling officer was quite a 
decent fellow and visited our little 
mess in the trenches every day until 
we cane to look upon him as one of 
ourselves, while on one occasion he 
Kindly took us down a shaft and ex- 
plained to us all the secrets of min- 
ing. 


One morning he came into my 
dugout with his habitually smiling 
face quite crestfallen. “Say,” he 


said, “do you know you are sitting 
clean on top of a German mine?” 


I nearly fainted, and when. the 
shock had worn off somewhat I was 
iurther enlightened to the fact that 
while our miners were at work the 
previous evehiug they had discover- 
ed a German min» shaft running 
right under the trench. 

Here was a pretty kettle of fish. I 
was liable to be blown up at any 
moment. Further, everyone in the 
company would go up with me and 
at the same time get a lightning 
burial in the crater. 

However we had to carry on, while 
the miners worked tremendously 
hard in order to get right into the 
German gallery which was to be 
blown in. 

All that morning I felt as if I were 
walking on air, and every moment 
expected myself to be swallowed up 


in a chasm rent in the earth. 


At noon the tunnelling officer 
again appeared. He was_ covered 
with mud, while the perspiration 


ran from his face and arms. He 
reported that he had got a charge in 
and was awaiting the word to blow 
up the Germans. 

After what seeemd an endless time 
word arrived, and the tunnelling of- 
ticer fixed his electric battery in posi- 
tion, while the men brought in the 
wire that was fixed by one end to 
the detonator in the charge. 

“Stand clear,” was given, but a few 
brave ones peeped over the parapet 
in order to witness the mighty ex- 
plosion. 

-Breathlessly I awaited the shock 
and with trembling nerves saw the T. 
O. press the button down to its full 
extent. We could hear the battery 
at work sending the current along 
the wire to the detonator. 

Nothing happened, and to make 
sure another press was given. Still 
silence and the earth in front of our 
parapet remained quite firm. 

“Good heavens,” said the T.O, “I 
wonder what's wrong.” 

He was a game fellow and soon 
had his jacket off again and scram- 
bled through the bore in a twinkling. 

He soon appeared with the news 
that the artful Bosches had removed 
the detonator, thereby making the 
charge harmless. A second deton- 
ator was then fixed and after a few 
minutes’ wait the button was again 
pressed. 

It seemed a long time before the 
first sound or rumble of earth was 
heard, followed by a mighty explos- 
jon and a general upheaval of the 
ground in front of the lines. Long 
fissures in the earth were seen and 
a small crater was formed in “no 
man’s land.” 

Everyone then felt more comfort- 
able, for we knew that the Germans 
had a few thousands of tons of 
earth to remove before they could 
again connect up with the boring, 
and further, before that could hap- 
pen our miners would have bored 
through to their workings, and would 
quickly remove any danger that 
might be in store for us.

“An extraordinary incident occur 
red here on the morning of Novem- 
ber 8th. Our firing line varies from 
120 to 60 yards from the Turks, Ser 
geant Cooper, who had left the army 
and come back from America to re 
join on the outbreak of war, was 
posted to us, 

“His wife and child were lost in 
the Lusitania, and he wanted bad'y 
to get a bit of his own back. At 
about 8.30 in the morning he told the 
men near to stop firing, and jump- 
ing. over the parapet he went at a 
steady double over to the Turis, 
about 120 yards away. Arriving 
there, he found three having break: 
‘ast. 

“He shot one. The others tried 
to escape, but tumbled over one an- 
other, and he shot them. Then turn- 
ing to his right he shot a man who 
was aiming at him, and then a fifth. 

“And after that he toddled back! 

“All the Turks near by were so 
excited that they got up breast high 
over the parapet to fire at him, and 
the men in our line bagged several 
more. Cooper was not touched. 

“It was an extraordinary incident. 
No one can ordinarily put his hand 
over the top by day for ten seconds 
without getting a bullet through it 
or near it.” 


English Nobles 
Fallen in The War 


Ten Per Cent. of British Officers KIill- 
ed Belonged to Aristocracy 


In commenting on the recruiting 
campaigns in England, the Paris Fig- 
aro contrasts the evident reluctance 
of the British proletariat to do its full 
share in the fighting with the patriot- 
ism shown by the British aristocracy. 
The Figaro proceeds to discuss the 
figures. given in Debrett’s edition of 
the British Peerage for 1916, and 
says: 

wat the outset of the war, without 
being driven to it by any propaganda, 


rushed off to the battlefield. The new 
number of ‘Debrett’ shows’ twelve 
pages filled with the names of more 
than 800 members of the nobility who 
lost their lives in action. England 
may be proud of her noblemen.” 

Further details are given by the 
London Daily Mail, which goes into 
the figures with more precision and 
tells us that: 

“Ten per cent. of the British offic- 
ers who have died in the war were in 
the pages of ‘Debrett’s Peerage, Bar- 
ontage, Knightage, and Companion- 
age,’ and in the issue for 1916. just 
published, the War Roll of Honor of 
the dead comprises 800 names, 

“In it appear one member of the 
Royal Family—Prince Maurice of 
Battenberg; 6 peers, 16 baronets, 6 
knights, and 7 members of _ parlia- 
ment; 164 companions of the order 
of chivalry, 95 sons of peers, 82 sons 
of baronets and 84 sons of knights. 

“Two successive heirs to the earl- 
dom of Loudoun fell, and the death of 
Lord Worsley affected the succession 
to three separate peerages—the earl- 
dom of Yarborough and the baronies 
of Fauconberg and Conyers. Succes- 
sion has been unduly precipitated or 
the normal descent changed in over 
1,200 instances by the casualties of 
the war.” 


Akout Tea and Coffee 


Now Really Appear to be Harmful 
Drugs and Dangerous to 
Health 


Coffee and tea are discussed by a 
recent health letter of the Life Exten- 
sion Institute. briefly, the conclu- 
sions from experiments are that ap- 
parently there are no ill-effects noted 
on the days following moderate stim- 
ulation wth coffee. In a sound, healtny 
individual, doses equivalent to a 
strong cup of coffee produce no no- 
ticeable ill-effects except slight ner- 
vousness, but doses equivalent to one 
and a half cups of coffee produce 
marked unsteadiness in muscular and 
mental tone. 

Warning is given, however, that i. 
is possible that the continued use of 
coffee may cause a slow damage to 
the nervous mecuanism of the heart, 
as it is not uncommon to find people 
who have taken tea and coffee ior 
years apparently develop a susceptib- 
ility to these drugs. 

The bulletin concludes that quanti- 
ties of these drinks beyond one cup 
daily are unwise, even for the healthy 
and that even this amount may be 
distinctly harmful to persons suffer- 
ing from dyspepsia, sleeplessness, 
nervousness, heart affections, or who 
have a tendency to nervous and 
mental irritability. 

The ill-effects of the beverages can 
be lessened if care is taken in their 
preparation. Neither should be boil- 
ed ,as_ boiling drives off the oils 
which give flavour and extracts the 
acid constituents which are injuri- 
ous to the stomach. 

To meet the conditions for which 
tea and coffee are often taken, the 
Letter suggests that instead of us- 
ing these drugs for mental fatigue, 
there should be rest or sleep and 
change; for physical fatigue, rest, 
a bath or a rub-down is better 
than drugs.

GERMANY SHOWING THE STRAIN 


ENEMY TRYING TO CONCEAL REAL WEAKNESS 


Frederick Palmer Predicts The Fall of Germany in The Not 
Distant Future, and Reasons That All Indications Point 
To Gradual Collapse of The Enemy 


(Frederick Palmer in Colliers) 

The Prussian system has not yet un- 
dergone the final test. 

Is Germany winning with probably 
1% million men dead or crippled for 
life? Is she winning when she does 
not know how she is going to force 
peace? Can she win if he cannot 
continue her offensive when spring 
comes? Can she win if she must ac- 
cept the defensive? 


While it sometimes seems that we 
in America know more about Germany 
than about any of the warring coun- 
tries, we really know less. ‘The ob- 
ject of every nation in this war has 
been to let the neutral countries know 
only what they wanted them to know. 
In this, too, Germany has excelled. 
Japan learned her tactics from Ger- 
many, and Japanese tactics were the 
same in the Russo-Japanese’ war. 
Japan had fought herself to a stand- 
still at Mukden, but she gave the im- 
pression to the who'e world that she 
was capable of further advance aud 
that at Portsmouth gue could almost 
make her Own terms In five months 
after Mukden she had made no pro- 
vision for another offensive—a secret | 
which she was able to keep. The last 
blow she had struck had put her on 
her face in the mud, but with her face 
toward the enemy—thanks also to the 
German system. 


England's new munition factories 
have only begun to supply shells. The 
maximum American and Japanese out- 
put will not be reached until February 
or March. With spring the allies will 
have for the first time a real superior- 
ity in guns, men and material, on the 
fighting line. Germany still has four 
million fighting men and Austria three 
million. France must have close to 
four million, England more than three 
million and Russia three million, not 
counting her unorganized reserve. 
Thus the allies will have a speriority 
equivalent to the British new army. 

If Germany is going to continue her 
offensive where «1: she strike? Can 
she undertake another offensive 
against Russia when in May the 
French cover all the front line trenches 


from her relatives at home, which 
suggested any thought of yielding? 
Yer with every batch of German prix 
oners captured scores of such letters 
are found in their possession The 
German soldiers are showing the 
strain. Their efficiency is decreasing} 
that of Dngland and France incream» 
ing. And, make no mistake, those 
snake lines on the map, indicating

Suppose that all next spring ang 
summer Germany throws herself 
against those lines of steel in vain 
Suppose that a line of steel is across 
her path in the Balkans as well as 
in Flanders and in Russia. For if she 
extendg her lines in Serbia and Bub 
garia she needs correspondingly more 
men to keep them intact. Suppose 
that, instead of being able to take the 
offensive, she uses her magnificent 
railroad system for rushing bodies of 
roops here and there in order to halt 
the offensive of the aHies—what wil 
»e the effect then upon German sem 
timent? What would have been the 
effect on Japanese sentiment if the 
Russians had held out for another 
year and let the Japanese stew im 
tront of their army? 

When Lord Kitchener told the mim 
isters of the British cabinet that the 
war would be long they were sceptical, 
But now they know that he knew 
what he was talking about. He count 
ed upon winning the last battle. That 
is the battle that England has always 
had to win, anu usually has won, 
though we reversed the tables in the 
American revolution. 

She has always started in confident 
ly, only to be beaten at first because 
she was not ready. But you may be 
sure the amazing brain trust which 
governs Germany, which knows how 
to inflame its own people to its pur 
pose, which unites great military lead- 
ing with very skiliful statecraft, is 
never going to give the world a sign 
that she is losing. 

The one chance that Germany has 
of winning is the chance that gave 
Japan victory.

German Spy Danger 


Officers and Soldiers Warned Not to 
Discuss Naval or Military 
Matters 
A warning to be on their guard for 
German spies has been sent out to all 
officers in Canada by the department 
of militia in regular orders. It is as 

follows: 


“It is strictly forbidden to disclose 
to unauthorized persons any informa- 
tion with respect to the movements, 
numbers, description, condition or dis- 
position of any of the froces, ships, or 
war materials of his majesty or any 
of hig majesty’s allies, or with re 
spect to the plans or conduct of any 
naval or military operations by any 
such forces or ships, or with respect 
to any works or measures undertaken 
for, or connected with, or intended for 
the fortification or defence of any 
place, or any information of such a 
nature as is calculated to be or might 
be directly or indirectly useful to the 
enemy. 

Commanding officers are directed to 
promulgate the foregoing instructions 
and to see that they are fully explain- 
ed to all ranks on parade by officers 
commanding squadrons, batteries and 
companies, and other units. In doing 
so they may derive assistance from 
the accompanying: 

No officer or other member of his 
majesty'’s forces should, in any circum- 
stances, discuss with, or give any in- 
formation to, any unauthorized person 
whomsoever upon any naval or mili- 
tary subjects; any attempt by strang- 
ers or others to obtain such informa- 
tion ghould be immediately reported. 

“No officer or other member of his 
majesty’s forces should discuss any 
naval or military gubjects in the pres- 
ence of strangers. 

“There is reason to know that there 
are enemy agents, male and female, 
at work in every grade of life, capable 
of speaking English fluently, and pos- 
ing frequently as officers, sailors, sold- 
jers, salesmen, or advertisers. Mem- 
bers of his majesty’s forces should ve 
constantly on their guard against 
such agents,

The artillery. Lave been quite active 
during this last week. “Fritz” started 
the trouble himself, and every after- 
noon for four days now he hag got all 
he has been asking for, and his reply 
is getting more feeble all the time.

owerting our resisting power to dis- 


ease, in the lowering of efficiency and 
in the actual production of organic 
disease of the liver, kidneys, heart. 
arteries and nervous system as we 
pointed out in our February issue is 
such as to make it essentially a pro- 
blem of preventive medicine and one 
demanding immediate action by ad- 
ministrators of public health. 


This arch enemy of mankind {fs ac- 
complishing its devastating influence 
by a dual action. In the first place 
through the economic effects on the 
home—diminishing as it does and at 
times entirely cutting off the revenue 
of the home. Even the moderate 
drinker, who takes a glass or two of 
beer or whiskey on his way home 
from work, robs his wife and family 
of the equivalent of a loaf or two of 
bread or a quart of milk, a family 
which at its best with a full income 
has probably only enough to keep soul 
and body togethen 

The lowering of their vitality and 
resisting power consequently predis- 
poses them to disease. The alcoholics 
themselves have much less resisting 
powers to disease than have the ab- 
stainers. This is especially true in 
pneumonia and blood poisoning. The 
heavy drinker who contracts pneu- 
monia should not lose an hour in set- 
tling hig affairs as he will in all prob- 
ability be unconscious with delirum 
within twenty-four or forty-eight 
hours from the time his disease is 
diagnosed. 

In the second place, we have the 
influence of alcohol on the drinkers 
forcefully presented by life insurance 
companies. Statistics prepared by R. 
H. Moore, actuary of the United 
Kingdom Temperance and General In- 
surance Company shows that the 
death rate among moderate drinkers 
was 35 per cent. higher than among 
abstainers. 

English insurance companies found 
by their statistics running over 40 
years that abstainers have a death 
rate of 23 per cent. less than non-ab- 
stainers. In 1892 Mr. Dillon Gouge, 
public actuary in South Australia, 
found that the non-abstainers had al- 
most double the amount of sickness 
that the abstainers had.”

Postage Lowered on Parcels 


Canada Foregoes Charges on Those 
Sent Canadians on the Continent 
The pvst office department has fore- 

gone its share of the postage on par- 

cels to soldiers in Krance, tuus eftect- 
ing a material saving in the cost of 
forwarding such matter to the front. 

The foilowing official announce- 
ment has been issued: 

“The Hon. T. Chase Casgrain, post- 
master-general of Canada, has been 
successful, as a result of negotiations 
entered into with the imperial postal 
authorities, in effecting an arrange- 
ment with the British government 
whereby parcels from Canada _ for 
Canadian soldiers in France and 
Flanders will be carried at the same 
rate of postage ag applies to parcels 
from the United Kingdom for the ex- 
peditionary forces on the continent, 
That is: 

“For parcels weighing up to three 
pounds, 24 cents; for parcels weigh- 
ing over three pounds and not more 
than seven pounds, 32 cents; for par- 
cels weighing over seven pounds and 
not more than eleven pounds, 38 
‘cents. 

“This means a material reduction 
on the cost of parcels, and it is hoped 
it will be ource of satisfaction to 
the Canadiafi public. This reduction 
has been brought about by Canada 
foregoing all postal charges for the 
conveyance of these parcels in Can- 
ada and on the Atlantic.”

False Reports Kept United States 


Farmers From Emigrating 


Reports of conscription, war taxes 
and internment, have kept 8,Wu0 
American tarmers from emigrating to 
Western Canada, according to the an- 
nual report of the immigration 
branch. 

Inspector of United States agencies 
W. J. White, states that immigration 
officials during the past year have 
had to contend with “false reports” 
circulated by those who were embit- 
terod against Canada on account of 
its participation in a war alleged 
against their kinsmen. We had to 
meet the most libelous statements cir- 
culated ‘by land holders interested in 
keeping away from Canada those who 
might otherwise purchase from them. 
Mr. White said. The war conditions 
and the. fear general through press re- 
ports that conscription was inevitable. 
that a heavy war tax was levied on all 
land in Canada, had a bad effect. Be- 
fore war was ever declared several 
large colonies of Americans of Ger- 
man and Austrian extraction had se- 
lected their locations, had given up 
their farms in the United States, 
made arrangements for the sale of 
their effects and were all ready to 
move. The report of conscription 
placed a sudden check on this move- 
ment. A fair estimate of the number 
thus affected might be placed at eight 
thousand, all good farmers. 


Arménian Atrocities 


Estimated That a Million Armenians 
Have Been Killed 

Lord Bryce has issued a further re- 
port on the Armenian atrocities. He 
gives the estimate of a person de- 
scribed as,@ competent observer, 
placing the destruction of life as near- 
ly 1,000,000, or practically half the 
population of Armenia, 

One report which Lord Bryce 
quotes states that in a certain town 
200 chief Armenians were imprisoned 
and then taken by night in wagons 
to the river bank and there kiiled. 
The women and girls, he states, have 
been distributed among the Turkish 
villages, the Turks cuoosing such 
girls as they wanted. 

A large number of exiles were al- 
lowed to take shelter in a town, where 
for a time they were better off. Sud- 
denly the police ordered them all to 
leave and the whole number, per- 
haps 6,000, were literally driven up- 
der the lash into the streets and rush- 
ed to an encampment.

Bad For the Eyesight 

The decision of the education au- 
thorities of Geneva to discontinue 
the teaching of German handwriting 
in their schools, on the ground that 
it is injurious t» the eyesight, is a 
reminder that Germany has a bigger 
proportion of its people wearing 
spectacles than any other nation. It 
has, indeed, been instanced as a proof 
of the superior “kulture” of Germans 
that sO many are be-spectacled, For 
some years before the war, however, 
the use of plain Roman type was be- 
coming general throughout Germany, 
but since the war this reform has 
been opposed as unpatriotic. Count 
Reventlow recently denounced the 
Roman characters as typically Eng- 
lish.

Heavy Toll of the War 
Estimated That Two Years of War 
Will Kill 20,000,000 

“The total destruction of life dur 
ing two years of war will reach 20,- 
00v,000 persons,” declared Proressor 
Louis C. Parkes, of the government 
health service, at the annual meeting 
of the Royal Institute of Sanitarians, 
recently held in London. 

The speaker expressed the hope, 
however, that this loss of lite mignt 
somehow prove a blessing in disguis», 
resulting eventually in a distinct im 
provement in European civilization. 

“In the past ages,” said Prot. 
Parkes, “evolution of higher types in 
afimal and vegetable lite has general- 
ly resulted from cataclysmic changes, 
and great destruction by plague, pes 
tilence, and famine has led to an ad- 
vance {n civilization. $o it is Possible 
that phis Armageddon may be of ultl 
mate benefit to humanity.” 

Touching on the lowering birthrate 
in Great. Britain, the speaker declared 
that every country in Europe has 
shown a decreasing birthrate during 
the past decade, with the exception 
of Bulgaria, Roumania and Ireand.

* ~ COLONY NOW LEFT FOR GERMANY 


WILL SOON BE BRITISH POSSESSION, IT IS EXPECTED 


A Determined Attack Will Likely Soon be Made by British 
Troops on the Only Foreign Possession of Germany— 
Would bea Valuable Asset to British Empire 


The official announcement of Gen- 
eral Smith-Dorrien’s new command in 
vast Africa, combined with various 
reports ténding to corroborate the be- 
lief that an attack on Kgypt and the 
Suez Canal will be the next blow 
which the German heaaquarters stat 
will seek to deliver, receives serious 
consideration. 

The immense strategical possibill- 
ties of the world war furnishes a fas- 
cinating study. Sir Horace Smith- 
Dorriens appointment suggests, in 
the words of the Westminster Ga- 
gette, that “the operations in East 
Africa are destined to take a more 
important character than they have 
hitherto had.” 

With the operations in the Kame- 
ruc practically completed, German 
Hast Africa is the only remaining 
German colony to be subdued, anu 
its possession will be a valuable as- 
set to the Britsh empire, and es- 
pecially to India. Germany is under- 
stood to possess a force of about 
7,000 whites at her disposal there, 
and he has not hesitated to arm 
large numbers of the native popula- 
tion which totals 10,000,000. 

The British forces in East Africa 
in the early stages of the war con- 
sisted of only two battalions of the 
King's African Rifles (native 
troops), some 3,000 native police in 
British East Africa and Uganda, 
and some small white levies. These 


were reinforced later by Indian 
troops. 
The German and British forces 


have come into contact on various 
occasions, the two most important 
results being the failure of a Brit- 
ish attack on the German post ot 
Tanga, and the British capture of 
Bukoba, the chief German base on 
Lake Victoria Nyanza. 

Nothing in the nature of an at- 
tack to conquer German East Africa, 
which is officially one and a half 
times the size of Germany, has hith- 


erto been attempted, but the appoint- 
ment of a general of the fame of Sir 
Horace Smith Dorrien, leads to tne 
expectations that a coup of this kind 
is now. in preparation. Some critic- 
ism of the pian is heard chiefly on the 
ground that it is a “policy of small 
packets” and that such forces as will 
be placed at General Smith-Dorrien’s 


disposal could easily be employed 
elsewhere. 
Kgypt is the particular place the 


critics have in view. The British 
garrison in that country has been 
greatly increased, and it is believ- 
ed is adequate to repel German-Turk- 
ish attacks, Some authorities hold 
that the characteristic British habit 
of disposing the enemy may once 
again be unduly influencing the gov- 
ernment’s couns ls. 

Reports from Syria of Turkish 
preparations are regarded as serious 
and travellers from Syria speak of 
strong concentrations of Turkish 
troops at Jerusalem and Jaffa. The 
German general, Trussemar, is in 
command of an army of 70,000 men 
at Ghaza, and Gen. Von Mackenzen, 
according to the’ report, will have 
supreme command of the army of ir- 
vasion of Egypt. : 

The reported decision of the Dutch 
shipping companies trading to the 
East Indies to abandon’ the Sucz 
Canal route is in some quarters 
considered due rather to Germon 
warnings than to the reason al- 
leged—the difficulty of coaling. 

An interesting commentary on the 
present situation in regard to both 
German East Africa and Egypt is 
the report that France at an early 
period of the war offered to place 
at England's disposal for the con- 
quest of German East Africa, a 
strong expeditionary force then sta- 
tioned at Madagascar, but the offer 
was declined on the ground that 
Great Britain was not then ready to 
undertake such an expedition. 


United States Annual 
Agricultural Report 


Diversified Farming Essential to a 
Sound Agricultural Economy 


Particular emphasis is again laid 
upon the necessity tor increasing the 
number of meat animals. The depart- 
ment, it is stated, has extended its 
activities in this direction as far as 
available funds permitted. The at- 
tention of the singlecrop farmer has 
been directed to the need of diversifi- 
cation and the introduction of live 
stock as essential to a sound agricul- 
tural economy, , 

Among the most promising agencies 
for increasing the meat supply are the 
pig clubs. ‘these now have a mem- 
bership of about 9,000 boys and girls, 
and over 2,000 registered hogs are 
owned by the members. Poultry 
clubs also have received much atten- 
tion, the membership now being ap- 
proximately 4,000. ‘he report con- 
tinues: 

“Last year the ease with which the 
meat supply can be increased mater- 
fally by controlling or eliminating the 
common live stock diseases was point- 
ed out. The direct losses from them 
are enormous. It is impossible to 
give any accurate statement even of 
direct losses. The indirect losses, 
which also are great cannot be esti- 
mated at all. It has been conserva- 
tively estimated, on the basis of data 
for thirty years, that the annual di- 
rect losses from anima] diseases are 
approximately $212,000.000.” 

The potash situation, the report 
states, continues very serious. There 
is practically none available for fer- 
tilizer use, and present indications are 
that the supply for this purpose will 
not be increased materially during 
the coming year. The various ob- 
stacles to the commercial develop- 
ment of the four known domestic 
Sources are pointed out. These 
sources are: The giant help of the 
Pacific coast, the alunite deposits 
mainly in the mountains of Utah, 
the feldspathic rock of the eastern 
part of the United States, and the 
mud of Searles Lake in California. 

The outbreak of the war, according 
to the report, found this country in a 
peculiarly fortunate agricultural con- 
dition, the year 1914 having witnessed 
an unusually large production of a 
number of staple crops. In this con- 
nection, the report says in part: 

“The wheat crop of 891,000,000 
bushels established the nation’s rec- 
ord and was 128,000,000 bushels larg- 
er than that of any other year. The 
corn crop of 2,673,000 bushels, while 
it wag only an average one, exceeded 
that of 1913 by 226,000,000 bushels. 
The oat crop of 1,141,000,000 bushels 
was the third largest on record. The 
yon crop of 460,000,000 bushels was 
4,000,000 bushels larger than that of 
the preceding year and the second in 
size in the history of the nation. The 
barley crop of 195,000,000 bushels was 
nearly 17,000,000 bushels greater than 
that of 1913 and the second largest on 
record. The hay crop of 70,071,000 
tons was the third in size. The total 
estimated value of all farm crops and 
animal products for the year is $9,- 
73,000,000, an amount” greater by 
$83,000,000 than the next largest 
crop value, that of 1913.”

Far-Famed Colony Farm 


Reputation Made by Purebred Hol- 
steins and Clydesdales 


One big British Columbia farm, 
the ownership of which, as well as 
its unique Management and _ labor 
conditions, places it in a class by it- 
self, is the Colony Farm at Esson- 
dale, near New Westminster, owned 
by the provincial government, ana 
operated as part of the hospital for 
the mentally defective. Most of the 
work is done by asylum patients, and 
the superintendent of the hospital, 
Dr. J. T. McKay, is also superintend- 
ent of the farm, although under him 
are expert agriculturists who have 
charge of different departments. For 
the class of patients the hospital 
treats, outdoor work on the farm is 
considered excellent, and so the mag- 
nitude of the farm operations at Hs- 
sondale, comme.ced a little over four 
years ago, has constantly and rapid- 
ly increased. There are now culti- 
vated 300 acrey of flat land and 200 
acres of highland. In addition to this 
400 acres, already slashed, is on the 
road to cultivation. 

With plenty of funds available, the 
hospital management, then in the 
hands of Dr. C. E. Doherty, now on 
active service at the front, could do 
things on a large scale right from 
the first. The average farmer pro- 
gresses slowly when he goes in for 
pure bred stock, and starts to develop 
a strong herd. Colony Farm was 
able to buy some of the best individ- 
uals of the Holstein-Freisian breed 
on either side of the international 
boundary. Dr. Doherty had a pen- 
chant, too, for pure bred Clydes- 
dales. Fine mares and_ stallions 
were bought. Soon there wag a tre- 
mendous interest at Colony Farm, 
and among the farmers of the Fraser 
valley, in farm operations at the men- 
tal hospital. The labor used was 
found to be far from inefficient. A 
modern system of accounting was in- 
troduced, and accurate records were 
kept of all farm costs. 

As indicating the quality of the 
dairy stock, it may be mentioned 
that at one time this fall in the large 
cow barn, there were 75 pure bred 
cows, 45 of which were milking, and 
10 of which had milk records of 100 
pounds or over. 

Everything is always neat and 
shipshape around the farm, and the 
array of well painted. bright farm 
buildings on the flats presents a 
pretty picture. Good silos always 
add to the attractiveness of a set of 
farm buildings, and there are two at 
Colony Farm, each of 145 ton capa- 
city. This summer, largely by asy- 
lum labor, a fine new barn contain- 
ing eight box stalls, was built. The 
stalls, which have room for five ani- 
mals each, are constructed of hollow 
inch pipe, silvered. The feeding 
troughs are of concrete. Each stall 
ig connected oy a door, left open dur- 
ing the day, with a grazing field out- 
side, so that the animals can come 
in and go out as they like. The first 
housed in this barn were young bulls. 
The dimensions of this new barn are 
160x32 feet. 


To the milkhouse, which is located 
a safe distance from the dairy barn, 
the milk is conveyed by an overhead 
carrier. It is heated to 160 degrees, 
then cooled to 45 degrees. Bottles, 
cans, etc., are ;terlized carefully in 
another room. 

Hardly a thing in the management 
of this big farm but is done in the 
most approved manner, and every 
visitor to British Columbia who can 
possibly spare the time should visit 
it—J.T.B., in Montreal Family Her. 
ald.

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Believe That British Will Win if War 
Laste Till 1917 

The Milan Secclo prints a four col- 
umn interview with a neutral observ- 
er, a famous Scandinavian man of lei- 
ters, who spent four months in Ger- 
many making an impartial study o 
the military, economic and moral git- 
vation. He says: 

“There is no downheartedness. All 
the outward and visible facts serve to 
satisfy or delude. the people. None 
the less a sulconscious sense of dis- 

uietude is universal and _ springs 
rom the blank uncertainty as to what 
the morrow may bring forth. 

“The German people hold that their 
enemies are beaten, but not tamed. 
They feel that they can rely on their 
military force and endure the ecvn- 
omic pinch for sore time, but dread 
overtakes them when they ask them- 
selves: ‘What if the war should last 
undecided to the year 19177?’ 

“What preoccupies the German is 
the problem of time, or—-what is the 
Same in taeir mi_ds—England. In- 
deed, you cannot form an adequate 
idea of German hatred for England— 
hatred mingled with fear. It bursts 
out in every political speech and in 
the languuge of the daily press. The 
Germang know tle English well, their 
defects and virtues, and they fear 
above all things the cool, dogged Brit- 
ish perseverence. 

“Should the British and their allics 
succeed in maintaining such a resist- 
ance as to prolong war beyond 1916, I 
do not g¢now how GerMany can pos- 
sibly hope for victory. The British 
blockade hag proved far more effec- 
tive than the Germans wish it to be 
come known in foreign countries. 

“What is thought and feared in 
G rmany is that the war will either 
be definitely won upon the land by 
the Germans during 1916 unless won 
on the sea by the English in 1917. 
Hence a tremendous output of force 
is to be expected by Germany next 
year. Toe first of her acts will be 
an attempt to smash through to 
Calais and an expedition against 
Egypt.” 

Dealing with the military situation 
in Germany, the Secclo’s informant 
says he founda the problem of enough 
men recognized there as being very 
grave. He points out that the German 
official casualty lists show an aver- 
age of 150,000 every month, thus to- 
talling about 2,500,000 down to Dec., 
1915. This problem is causing un- 
rest in the empiro because the in- 
dustries and agriculture are being 
drained of their hands. During the 
last month alone the number of wo- 
men employed in metal working and 
transport industries rose from 140,- 
000 to 155,000. 


Climate and Cultivation 


Broken Land Retains Moisture and 
the He.t of the Sun 


The character of climates {s vari- 
ously affected by the presence or ab- 
sence of trees and other vegetation. 
In his British association address, Sir 
Charles P. Lucas noted that climates 
became both hotter and colder when 
the surface of the earth has been 
bared by the cutting down of trees; 
they become drier or moister with the 
destruction or planting of trees; and 
heaithfulness or unbealthfulness may 
be determined by the removal or re- 
taining of the forests. The Canadian 
Northwest is cited aS an example. 
Broken or plowed land does not re- 
tain snow and ice like the unbroken 
prairie surface, but it is more reten- 
tive of moisture and the heat of the 
sun, As a result there has been per- 
ceptible agricu:ityral improvement of 
the climate, with an extension of the 
wheat belt considerably further north 
than formerly. Lord Strathcona be- 
lieved that the rails and telegraph 
lines of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
brought some changes even before 
the coming of the settlers, an in- 
crease in dew and moisture havirg 
been quite evident near the railway.

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No Hay Export Except | 
To Britain or Allies 


Ordérin-Council Places an Embargo 
to Secure Supply For War 
Needs 


_An orer-in-council has been passed 
fen ae the export of Canadian 
ay to any but Great Britain and al- 
lied countries. There had been a 
great of hay to United States 
points this year, and it is now stop- 
ped for war needs. The British and 
French armies are greatly in need of 
hay and desire the Canadian timothy. 

Already prices are being paid more 
than double those under normal con- 
ditions, recent contracts being placed 
at $19 a ton. There is also a limit- 
ed demand for Canadian timothy 
among the American horsemen. 

In filling the demand for the limft- 
ed market in the States, the prices 
are often boosted much above the 
already high prices paid by the Brit- 
ish government. This has led to 
cancellation and non-fulfilment of 
army contracts already placed in 
Quebec, causing much worry in the 
allied armies, and endangering our 
hold on this market, which can ab- 
sorb all our timothy production in 
eastern Canada. 

Therefore, steps have been taken to 
secure the timothy hay crop of On- 
tario, Quebec and the Maritime pro- 
vinces for use of the allied armies, 
and the price prevailing (about $20, 
or double the usual amount paid) is 
expected to continue or be even 
greater. 

So far the allied armies have de- 
manded timothy hay, but the depart- 
ment of agriculture has submitted 
samples of western grasses and east- 
ern clover, and a market may be 
found for these. 

This action has been taken after 
consultation with the British authori- 
ties. 

“It is difficult to say just what ef- 
fect the embargo on hay will have,” 
said Mr. W. H. Dwyer of Ottawa, an 
authority on hay export. “It all de- 
pends on how the government fixes 
rrices. If the Boston and New York 
price is taken ag the Canadian con- 
tract price, then the price will likely 
rise. 

“The shutting out of our hay from 
the American market will undoubt- 
edly increase prices in the States, as 
Canadian hay this year is superior to 
the American product. 

“We have now but one customer. 
the British and allfed governments, 
and the Canadian government, buy- 
ing for them, can fix the price even 
at $15 a ton if it wishes. 

“The farmers, of course, might not 
sell, but then the hay could be com- 
mandeered.” ' 


“Sea Sledge” for Rescue Work 

The United States navy depart- 
ment has adopted a new “sea sledge” 
type of motor boat for rescuing avi- 
ators who have got into difficulties. 
The new boat is the invention of a 
Boston engineer. 

It has been named by its inventor 
the ‘motor car of the sea,” and is 
shaped something after the fashion 
of the flat-bottomed boats used on 
water chutes, This shape gives the 
craft a safety even while running at 
forty miles an hour’ which other 
boats do not possess, and it has the 
furthéF advantage that there is no 
pounding in seaway, and all the 
spray is pushed under instead of over 
the side, as would happen with an 
ordinary boat travelling at such 
speed. 

It can be turned quickly, without 
dcnger to occupants, can be stopped 
in three times its own length, and 
can be handled with less exertion 
than a motor car, while it is also 
capable of carrying a heavy load.
